and “ considerably” m ore difficult 
to o p erate th an the G eiger counter, 
but stated that w idespread ac ce p t­

the health h azard s in using radio­ 
active m a teria ls in medicine. 
A typical use of the device, they

First of all. the eight clubs which 
want to become a major league— 
and bear in mind they must come 
in as a group and not individually 
—mint satisfy all territorial provi­ 
sions and financial requirements in 
their own respective territories. 
• * • 
L E T ’S SAY that four Pacific 
Coast teams would like to hook up 
with Baltimore. Milwaukee, Dallas 
and Houston to form a third major 
league. First of all, they would 
have to satisfy their own leagues to 
the change which would probably 
ruin their old league members 
Second, they must .*ativfy every­ 
body about their financial status, 
and 
third, the proposed league 
would have to show an aggregate 
population of 15 million. No one 
minor league now meets that con­ 
dition. 
Fourth, each club must have a 
potential minimum of 25.000 ca. 
parity in any single park. No 
minor league now ran meet that. 
And fifth, before applying, they 
must have had an average paid 
attendance of 3.5 million. 
They 
must 
have a 
balanced 
schedule of 154 games, must adopt 
the majors minimum salary agree­ 
ment ($5,000) with no maximum; 
Join the major minor league agree­ 
ment. and accept ail provisions of 
the major league players contract 
and all provisions therein. 
They must join in the players 
pension plan which runs to about 
$700,0*10 a year. That’s a tough one. 
And, finally, they must file appli­ 
cation for major league status at 
least IO months before any season 
in which they hope to become ma­ 
jors.

cel post. 
Iliousands of brand new post­ 
age stamps are now on hand and 
the postoffice pens are even get­ 
ting new points. 
Christmas packages should go 
out on this schedule: By Dec. 5 for 
distant states and by Dec. IO in all 
cases. 
Christmas cards for other states 
should be deposited by Dec. 15, and 
for local delivery at least a week 
before Christmas. 
Above all, postal workers said, 
“ please address plainly and com­ 
pletely. And don’t forget to write 
your return address on Christmas 
card envelopes.

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Christmas Season Here; Postal Workers Brace For Rush

Arrival of tho Christmas season 
has become official. 
Officials of Circleville postoffice 
have issued their annual appeal 
for early mailing of Christmas 
greeting cards and gift packages. 
“It’s later than you think” lo­ 
cal postmen warned. “Too many 
people wait until December rolls 
around before they give a second 
thought to the increasingly heavy 
holiday mails.” 
They said they believed this sea­ 
son will bring the greatest flood of 
Yuletide mail in local history 
They predicted it would exceed 
“ by a considerable margin” the 
record-breaking 1950 season when 
415.997 pieces of mail were record 
eu through the cancelling machine 
• * * 
“WITH THAT SOKT of thing 
coming up. our postoffice facilities 
are bound to be severely strained. ’ 
they said. “ But we ll get everything 
delivered by Christmas if the pub­ 
lic will cooperate whole-heartedly.” 
Preparations to handle the rush 
have already begun 
The postoffice will recruit extra 
mail clerks and carriers, set up 
new' sorting tables and reserve 
mail racks, and study the possibil­ 
ity of temporary additional quart­ 
ers to handle the overthrow of par­ 
cel post. 
Thousands of brand new post­ 
age stamps are now on hand and 
the postoffice pens are even get­ 
ting new points. 
Christmas packages should go 
out on this schedule: By Dec. 5 for 
distant states and by Dec. IO in all 
cases. 
Christmas cards for other states 
should be deposited by Dec. 15, and 
for local delivery at least a week 
before Christmas. 
Above all. postal workers said, 
“ please address plainly and com­ 
pletely. And don’t forget to write 
your return address on Christmas 
card envelopes. Authorities on eti­ 
quette says ifs perfectly proper be­ 
cause it helps people bring their 
address book up-to-date, and cer- 
trinJy it can often be a big help 
to us.”

THEY' OFFERED these addition 
a1 suggestions: 
1. Stop at the postoffice soon to 
purchase the extra stamps you'll be 
needing, thus avoiding the last-min­ 
ute rush. And bear in mind the de­ 
sirability of 
sending

two-cent stamps do not rate for­ 
warding or return services. 
2. Check and revise your Christ­ 
mas card address list. Purchase 
your cards at once and get them 
addressed and stamped. Then put

Bolding Murder 
Trial Continues 
In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Nov. 28-The mur­ 
der trial of Kenneth Bolding, 
18- 
year old accused slaver of Virginia 
Bates, ex W ave and Columbus hotel 
catering manager, resumes today 
following an inspection of the mur­ 
der scene by jury members. 
The 12-member petit jury w a s 
seated yesterday and after an al­ 
ternate was sworn in, the 
group 
visited the east side scene where 
Miss Bates was found last Dec. 4 
dying of a bullet wound in t h e 
head. 
Dr. Robert A. Evans, coroner, 
testified Miss Bates died at 5 a. rn. 
Dec. 5 in a Columbus hospital of a 
small bullet wound above the right 
eye. 
The prosecution contends t h a t 
Bolding and Frank Branch, 19, who 
was jointly indicted with Bolding in 


the crime, decided on Dec. 4 to “ go 
out and snatch purses.” They had 
stolen a 22 caliber revolver from a 
parked auto. Bolding was 
to 
be 
“ lookout m an” and Branch to be 
the “purse snatcher.” 
Prosecutor Edmund B. Paxton 
said the pair followed Miss Bates 
from a bus stop to her home, that 
Branch shot her when she resisted 
robbery, grabbed her purse a n d 
fled with Bolding.
